London, Nov. 4.— All Russian dis­ 
patches are still suffering considerable 
telegraphic delay. Apparently the text 
of the am nesty ukase has not yet been 
published. 
It is expected that it will 
be today, but possibly its publication 
may 
be 
postponed 
until 
Sunday. 
Many correspondents in Odessa and 
elsew here report danger ami difficulty 
attending the dispatch of their reports, 
and they are obliged to seek the aid 
and protection of the military. 
All 
dispatches received here go to confirm 
the continued seriousness of the situa­ 
tion throughout Russia, especially the 
anti-Jewish excesses. 
The Daily Mail's Odessa correspon­ 
dent gives an unconfirmed report that 
Kishineff has been absolutely destroy­ 
ed by fire. He says that th* three sub­ 
urbs of Odessa, Persossyp, Zastava 
and Moldavanka, have been complete­ 
ly devastated. 
The Kieff correspondent of the same 
paper says that the British consulate 
has been riddled with Millets. 
The 
situation there, he adds, however, is 
improving, but during the riots bands 
of rowdies stopped everybody in car­ 
riage or afoot and compelled all to 
prove they were ti*it Jews before per­ 
m itting 
them 
to 
go 
on. 
Ladles* 
dresses were torn open to discover if 
they were w earing crosses. 
The Brit­ 
ish consul was stopped by soldiers, 
with leveled rifles, who, however, per­ 
mitted the mob to wreck the house of 
a wealthy Jew 
Nearly all the houses 
and shops display eikons aud other 
C hristian emblems. 
A dispatch to the Daily Teh graph 
from St P etersburg states that Prince 
Alexis Obolensky has been appointed 
to replace M. Pobiedonostzeff as chief 
procurator oi the holy synod. 
The Dally T e le g r a p h 's Odessa c o r ­ 
respondent also reports Kishineff in 
flames. 
A dispatch to tho Daily Mail from 
St. petersburg reports the discovery 
of a plot to m assacer the Jews in that 
city. 
It is semi-Gfficially calculated, 
says the correspondent, th at at least 
1,0(M) persons have been killed and 
IO,OOO seriously wounded in the h ail­ 
ing fifty provincial towns of Russia in 
the last twenty-four hours, arid tho 
death-roll is still mounting.
